An Attempt to Wreck the 
Santa Fe Overland. 


S H IP ASMOKE AT POINT FIRM IN 


S ev eral B u ild in g s B u rn ed in E a st 
Los A ngeles L ast 
E v en in g . 


A fiendish attem pt was made last 
night to wreck the Santa Fe East-bound 
overland train within the city limite. 
The train which was m ade up of the 
usual mail, express, baggage, passenger 
and Pullm an cara pulled out on time at 
10 r. m., and as is usual, until tbe city ia 
left behind, the engineer did not get up 
very much speed. 
As the train ap­ 
proached the signal station on the Mis­ 
sion Road where the Southern Pacific 
line crosses the track, there was a crash, 
and

reversed 
the 
lever, 
put 
on 
the 
brakes 
and stopped the train in th e twinkling of 
an eye. The trainmen and some of the 
passengers leapt from the cars to 6ee 
what had happened, and on going to the 
front of the cow-catcher found a large 
telegraph pole stretched across the track. 
That it was placed there b> some one 
with malicious intent goes beyond doubt, 
for the incoming train passed the spot 
half 
an 
hour 
before 
and 
every­ 
thing 
was 
then 
all 
right. 
At 
the 
spot 
where 
the 
affair 
occurred there is an eight-foot em bank­ 
ment down which the train with its cars 
loaded with precious lives would have 
toppled. Judging by the rem arks that 
were made, had the perpetrators of the 
outrage been discovered he would have 
stood a good chance of adorning one of 
the telegraph polos he was so fond of 
handling. The pole laid ou the track 
had been obtained from a pile near by 
which had been laid there to await the 
coming of a gang of linemen. 


F IR E ON T H E EAST SID E. 


T w o nulldliiff* «áutted—Attem pt to 
K i l l a Firem an. 
At half-past seven yesterday evening 
fire broke out in Bruce’s lodging-house, 
situated in the Dimmick building next to 
the corner of Chestnut street and Downey 
avenue, East Los Angeles. It gained rap­ 
id headway, and by the time the engines 
bad arrived tbe flames had Beized tbe 
adjoining building and were leaping in 
fiery heavenwards. 
At this juncture it 
looked as if both structures would be 
burned to the ground, and this meant 
destruction to L'hye Bros, hard ware store 
which with Bruce’s lodging-house over­ 
head comprised the Dimmick building, 
and Baelz’s restaurant 
and Abbott’s 
picture 6tore with C. H. Cady’s lodg­ 
ing-house 
above, 
which comprised 
the Abbott building. A score of willing 
hands threw furniture and store property 
into the street, and this was all that was 
saved, for the buildings were entirely 
gutted. They were both of frame, the 
Dimmick building being two-storied and 
the Abbott building three-storied, and 
were fully insured, there being $3500 
worth of policies taken out by Mr. Abbott, 
$1,000 worth by Mr. Cady and $000 
worth by Mr. Baelz, the other losers it is 
understood, being equally well protected. 
The managers of the East Side Bank and 
tbe Odd Fellows’ Hall, which adjoin the 
burnt buildings, had everything in readi­ 
ness to remove their portable property 
in case the fire communicated to their 
buildings. 
It is not known how the 
conflagration originated, for although it 
is traced to one of the back roomB of 
Bruce’s lodging-house all 
clues end 
there. 
A FIREMAN SHOT AT. 
An incident of the fire was an attem pt 
to murder Charles Mahoney, fireman of 
Engine No. 4 
(the Plaza). A gang 
of hoodlums were standing 
at 
the 
back of the Dimmick house and tried to 
run the whole fire departm ent. 
To get 
rid of them tbe hose foreman turned the 
nozzle in their direction, a n d a minute 
later oue of them deliberately fired two 
shots at him. Mahoney ,who was standing 
in front of the foreman was hit by one of 
the bullets on the side of the head and 
fell stunned to the ground. 
He was con­ 
veyed to Dr. Schum acher’s residence 
where his wounds 
were temporarily 
treated, after which he was taken over 
to the engine house and underwent fur­ 
ther treatm ent at the hands of I>r. 
Choate. 
The wound is not a serious 
one. There is no clue to the intending 
assassin.

As it routvded Point Firmin 
it ran upon the rock^ reef in which that 
promontory term inates 
and 
wedged 
tight. There was not much of a sea on 
at the time, else the ship would soon 
have been broken to pieces. 
The crew 
consisted 
of 
twenty-two men, who 
speedily left the vessel in boats, as its 
sinking seemed to be im m inent. This 
took place about two o’clock. 
The vessel was loaded with coal for the 
Southern Pacific Company, the cargo 
consisting of 2,300 tons. It was consign­ 
ed to W. B. Chapm an. 
On the trip 
across the Pacific, a canoe containing 
seven Kanakas, or Malay Islanders, was 
picked up far out at sea. 
The nearest 
land was the South Sea Islands, from 
which the castaways had probably wan 
dered. The ship was a large one of 1,500 
burden. There is little prospect that 
either the vessel or any of its cargo will 
be saved.

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THE NEW DEPOT. 
Why the Delay In Opening It. 
It is well known that the new depot on 
the Wolffkill tract would have been 
opened before this time had not the 
difficulty of getting into it arisen. A dis­ 
pute as to the right of way over the Bris- 
walter tract exists, and until that is ad­ 
justed or a new way discovered, the de­ 
lay will continue. It is reported that the 
company is trying to get in by some other 
route, but that so far their efforts have 
been abortive. Some days ago an even­ 
ing paper published a statement as to the 
Briswalter tract. From that article Mr. 
Griffith clips the following, and then re­ 
plies to it as below: 
The differences between the company and 
G. J. Griffith, of the Brifcwaiter catate, are still 
pending It ia *aid that the depot will not be 
occupied until the railroad company secures a 
right of way through Mr Griffith's laud by 
which the company can run their tracks for the 
Santa Monica road. The company is very ob­ 
stinate about conceding to Mr. Griffith his 
terms, and (hat gentleman is of the same turn 
of mind. It may be that the railroad people 
will endeavor to obtain auother route by which 
they can run their Santa Monica trains into the 
new depot, but as the one already proposed ir 
the most practicable one. every endeavor wil 
be made to secure a light to run through Mr 
Griffith’s property. 
It might be inferred from the above 
that I, through a spirit of obstinancy 
and disregard of the public convenience, 
am standing in the way of the general 
good. Permit me to say in this connec­ 
tion that I am and have been at all times 
ready to meet the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany in any fair and reasonable proposi­ 
tion looking toward their possession of a 
right of way across the Briswalter vine­ 
yard. I have simply objected to the com­ 
pany traversing the property in such a 
manner as to leave in it a multitude 
of angles, in event of its subdivision, 
and depreciating its value more than 25 
per cent, for all purposes of improve­ 
ment as at present contemplated. 1 
have offered the company to favor a right 
of-way at a reasonable valuation 
whereby they may reach their new depot 
in the Wolfskill tract without exceesive 
detriment to my interests and with a fair 
consideration of their just needs, but the 
Southern Pacific Company has, up to 
this time, utterly failed tó accept any 
proposition or carry to completion the 
negotiations that have been pending.

IRREGULARITIES. 
The Secretary 
of 
the 
Democratic 
County Central Committee informs a 
H e r a l d reporter that there are many 
complaints of irregularities in the matter 
of registration. 
These complaints all 
point to Registry Clerk W hitney, at the 
C lerk’s office. 
A few days ago several 
voters called on Mr. Oiarke and com­ 
plained that Mr. W hitney would not reg­ 
ister them , for the reason that their 
nam es had appeared as registered at 
Pasadena prior to the commencement of 
the present enrollm ent. 
Mr. Clarke 
w ent at once to the Clerk’s office with the 
m en, and Mr. W hitney registered them 
w ithout question. Next came a gang of 
workingmen, who complained that they 
were refused registration by Mr. W hit­ 
ney on the grounds of their nam es hav­ 
ing been on the G reat Register of San 
Fraucieco county. 
As that register is 
canceled the refusal is not based upon 
law. Mr. Clarke went with these voters, 
and then their nam es were on the roll. 
W hile the reporter was in the office ol 
the Central Committee a voter came in. 
H e reported that he had just registered, 
but he did not think the formality was 
properly done. He states that Mr. Whit­ 
ney merely asked his nam e, and told 
him that was enough. The clerk, as he 
alleges,did not take his place of residence, 
nor any other fact than his nam e. 
He 
did not sign the register. 
Now to be 
placed on the Great Reg ster the voter is 
required to answer several questions. lie 
m ust give his place of birth,length of resi­ 
dence in the county and State and his age; 
if foreign born he m ust state how he ob­ 
tained citizenship, and he must sign the 
statem ent 
for himself. 
This m atter 
needs investigation, and it the allegations 
are correct these irregularities should be 
brought to an abrupt close. 
Will there be a supplem ent to the Great 
Register? is a question at the moment 
w orth considering. 
From the uate of 
th e Great Register going to the printer’s 
to the day of election is five weeks. 
There will be a great many voters not 
registered on the 2d of Occober. They 
should be allowed to register during the 
long interim before election day. 
The 
Board of Supervisors may order the sup­ 
plem ent, and it is Lertaiu they will do 
this necessary thing.

The 
directors are D. Freeman, Lionel A. 
Sheldon, C. H. Howland. A. C. Free­ 
m an and W. H. Bonsall. The amount 
of capital stock is $50,000, divided into 
fifty 
shares 
of 
the par 
value of 
$1,000 each. The company will em­ 
ploy steadily from thirty to forty hands 
making building brick for the Los An­ 
geles m arket. The process is a patent 
one, and has been applied in Nebraska 
and at Sacramento, Cal. 
It is known as 
the Beohncke & Rohwer’s continuous 
kiln. Its capacity is 9,000,000 brick per 
year. The plant includes two Fletcher & 
Thomas brick machines and one 40-horse 
power 
engine. 
The 
brick • yard 
occupies 
a 
space 
400 feet 
long 
and 200 feet in depth, with a 90,­ 
000 brick kiln in the center 12 feet wide 
and 10 feet high, and having 1G com­ 
partments. 
A private railroad switch 
connects 
the 
main 
track 
with 
the company’s yard. 
Forty-seven men 
are now employed building the kiln and 
shops, and the company will be ready for 
business in about sixty days. The work 
is being carried on under the supervision 
of Mr. Max.

ter Carriers’ Eight-Hour Law ; the Pub­ 
lic Printing Eight-Hour 
A m endm ent; 
the Bill to Secure the Wages of M echan­ 
ics, etc., in the District of Columbia; the 
Bill to Prohibit Convict Labor on Public 
W orks; the Bill to Prohibit Alien Labor 
on Public W orks; the Bill to Create 
Interstate Railroad Boards of A rbitra­ 
tion, and the O’Neill Convict Labor Bill. 
Of these the first three have passed both 
Houses, and. have been approved by 
President Cleveland.

The postoffice, fifteen business houses 
and the M erchants’ Hotel were burned 
late Tuesday night at Canton, Dak. Loss 
$ 10 0,000. 
John Redmond, an Irish member of 
Parliam ent convicted under the Crimes 
act, has been sentenced to five weeks’ 
imprisonment. 
At Little Rock, Ark., a bank twenty 
feet high caved in on fifty Italians en­ 
gaged in digging a trench. Three were 
smothered to death. 
The New York State Convention of 
Democratic Clubs assembled at Troy 
Tuesday afternoon. 
Five hundred dele­ 
gates were present. 
The semi-oflicial press states that the 
publication of the abstract from the diary 
of the late Fmperor Frederick will be 
made the subject of inquiry by the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Argument on the application for a 
receiver for the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas Railway was heard in the United 
States Circuit Court at St. Louis, Wed­ 
nesday. 
North Georgia and Alabama Industrial 
Exposition will open on Monday,October 
1st. 
Governor Gordon, Henry Grady 
and Speaker Carlisle will be present anil 
make addresses. 
Fierce prairie fires were raging south 
and west of Jam estown, Dak., Tuesda> 
night. Grave fears of destruction of life 
and property were entertained, as the 
wind was bio* ing strongly. 
Twenty-one little girls, ranging in age 
from 9 to 14, brought to New York l>y 
Mormon elders from Europe, en route to 
Salt Lake City, were ordered by Collector 
Magone to be sent back to Europe. 
Forty persons are suspected <f being 
concerned in the m urder of the woman 
whose body was found in a box received 
from Warsaw, at St. Petersburg, have 
been arrested in the former city. 
The 
woman was a police spy in the guise of 
a Nihilist. 
President Cleveland gave a special re­ 
ception to Hon. Wm. F. Cody ( Buffalo 
Bill; and the members of his Wild West 
Show, including the Indians who ap­ 
peared in their brilliant native cos­ 
tumes. 
The President has sent the following 
nominations to the Senate: John H. Ob- 
erly, of Illinois, for Commissioner of In ­ 
dian Affairs, vice John D. C. Atkins re­ 
signed ; Samuel H. Albro, of New York, 
Superintendent of Indian schools. 
The bodies of three Mexicans, who 
were mysteriously m urdered at a way 
station thirty miles south of Pueblo, 
Cal., were brought on to the city Tues­ 
day. There is no clue to the murder, 
but it was doubtless for the purpose of 
robbery. 
The San Jose H orticultural Fair pre­ 
sents a complete variety of all tho dif­ 
ferent grades and classes of fruits of the 
county. The display of canned, dried and 
fresh fruits is considered the best ever 
made by the Association. John E . Rich­ 
ards delivered the opening address. 
The Ninth Annual F air of the Eleventh 
District opened at Susanville, Cal., under 
very faverable circumstances. 
The at­ 
tendance is estimated at 2,000. The pa­ 
vilion is the centre of attraction. The dis­ 
play of fruits, vegetables and cereals is 
very large. 
A madm an, who made the same at­ 
tem pt four m onths ago, fired a shot Tues­ 
day morning through the window of the 
King of Roumania’s palace. 
He was a 
detective who had been employed for 
the King’s protection. 
He confessed 
th at he carried a dagger and revolver for 
a year, intending to m urder the King. 
Bill W hitely, the leader of a danger­ 
ous gang of train robbers, was killed by 
United States Marshal R ankin,at Flores- 
ville, Tex. 
He was concerned in the at­ 
tem pt to rob the train at Harwood on the 
22d in st.; also in the McNeil and Fla- 
tonia train robberies and the Cisco bank 
robbery. 
The London correspondent of the New 
York Times telegraphed that the foreign 
shareholders not only of the St. Paul 
road, but also of the Burlington, the 
Santa Fe and the Northwestern, propose 
to take action to secure the running of 
those roads in the interest of the invest­ 
ors instead of the directors. 
The Pennsylvania Board of Pardons 
has granted a pardon to Milton Weston, 
the Chicago millionaire who is serving a 
five-years’ sentence in the Western Peni­ 
tentiary for contributory murder, in caus­ 
ing the death of a mau named Haymaker 
during a tight between the employees of 
two men over the possession of a piece 
of land in Western Pennsylvania ahout 
four years ago. 
A late dispatch from Zanzibar savs 
th at three persons were killed by the na­ 
tives at Killiva. 
The Germans killed 
ten of their assailants. 
The insurgents 
seized the town and rehoisted the Sul­ 
ta n ’s flag. 
It is reported that all the 
Germans in Pindi have been murdered 
and all the Europeans on the coast are 
in im m inent danger. 
The British In­ 
dians are preparing to make an exodus 
en masse from the coast to the towns in 
the German concession. 
The CauadiaD M inister of Customs, 
who has just returned from British Co­ 
lum bia, says it is quite evident that a 
lucrative business is being done in the 
manufacture of prepared opium at Victo­ 
ria and smuggling it into the United 
States along the frontier. 
It is imported 
in a crude state and the duty paid, so 
th at the Dominion Government is power­ 
less to remedy the evil. 
The importa­ 
tion has increased from G,000 pounds in 
1880 to 103’,000 pounds in 1887, of which 
90 per cent was smuggled into the United 
States. 
He thinks the United States 
should send detectives to Victoria to 
work the m atter up. 
A well-informed correspondent writes 
from Panama- 
Several contracts on the 
canal have been finished and turned 
over to the Canal Company, which ac­ 
cepted them after inspection.

Other equally 
im portant sections will also shortly shut 
down, and ere the outside world suspects 
it, and whilst it is yet button-holing itself 
in speculation on the gloomy prospects 
ot the Panam a carnal, the cable will flash 
throughout Christendom the tidings that 
ships are floating th eir onward way over 
the iBthmus of Panam a.

EVERYDAY TALKS ON TH E TA R IFF 


H o w t h e 7III1« H ill C o r r e c t* N o m e o f 
th e m in o r H a r d s h ip s o f t h e T a r i f f . 
A correspondent makes some good 
points on the injustice of some of the lesi 
conspicuous tariff duties. 
He say s: 
A minor industry which is now pro­ 
tected to the deiriipent of larger ones is 
the production of olive oil. The im porta­ 
tions at New York were in 1887 726,473 
gallons; dutiable value, $654,592; duty, 
25. per cent.. $163 648. 
About three 
quarters of this was used by m anufactur­ 
ers of woolen and silk good9 for washing 
and dyeing the raw material, the rem ain­ 
ing quarter for packing sardine.) and 
food. 
The owners of a few groves of 
olive trees in Southern California trem ­ 
ble with fear that the duty may be abol 
ished upon the article, and will make 
every effort to prevent it, although the 
home product is so insignificant that it 
is hardly known outside of their State. 
“ Another is the manufacture of licorice 
paste. 
We imported here in 1887 for­ 
eign, $142,602, beiug 1,068,115 pounds; 
duty, 7l.j cents per pound, $80,103.63. 
Ninety per cent, of this was used by 
manufacturers of topaeco, who are taxed 
56Va per cent, for the privilege of flavor­ 
ing their product with Calabrian or 
Spanish licorice. That the four or five 
manufacturers here need no further pro­ 
tection is self-evident from the fact that 
some sell their paste for a price abont 
equal to the duty paid on the imported 
article. 
Ten per cent is the duty upon insect 
powders, probably so as not to interfere 
too much with the home production of 
bed bugs. Incidentally we encourage the 
propagation of Italian fleas, now im ­ 
ported largely, to which the attention cf 
protection to American industry isealled. 
We imported at New York in 1887 inso< t 
pjw ders, $129,783, duty $12,986.30 
In­ 
sect powders are ground here by a few 
mills, who obtain tbeir flowers free of 
duty.” 
By the Mills bill olive oil, salad oil, 
cottonseed oil, neat’s-foot oil, seal oil 
and whale oil, all of which at present 
pay a duty of 25 per cent, except cotton­ 
seed oil. which pays over 60 per cent, 
are adm itted free. * The tariff on licorice 
paste is reduced to five cents a pound. 
The tariff of 10 per cent on insect pow­ 
der. we believe, is retained.—[New York 
News.
